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An Overview of NPEP Activities Undertaken 


at SCERT (WB) since 2002 


The Population Education Project being funded by the United Nations Fund for 
Population Activities (UNFPA), began in West Bengal in early 1984 through the 
NCERT. The Project was being implemented as an educational Project for Human 
Resource Development from 1984 to 2002 in West Bengal at the Secondary and Higher 
Secondary stages. This programme acquired significance for attainment of better quality 


of life through school education. 


The UNFPA funding for the project was stopped w.e.f. 31.12.2002 vide letter F. No.5-3 / 
02 / DESSH / PEP / 1230 dt. 07.10.2002. The Project was taken up by NCERT vide F. 
No. 5-4 / 03 / DESSH / PEP/ 2002 dated 23.01.2004, as a Centrally Sponsored Scheme 
titled “Quality Improvement in Schools”. The major thrust areas of the Project in its 


reconceptualised form are:- 


a) Population and sustainable development 

b) Gender equality and equity for empowerment of women. 
c) Adolescent Reproductive Health 

d) Family: socio-cultural factors and quality of life 

e) Health and Education: key determinants of population 


f) Population, urbanization and migration 


SCERT (WB) is the state level nodal agency for the implementation of the National 
Population Education Project. The project aims at inculcating values and developing 
different life skills in students so that they become responsible citizens of tomorrow. These 


objectives are to be achieved through organization of various cocurricular activities in 


schools of the state. 


The following pages present an overview of the different programmes that are being 


organized by SCERT (WB) since 2002.

1. Development of Publicity Materials:

Basically with a view to giving wide publicity to the basic tenets of 
Population and Development Education with particular emphasis on Gender 
Eguity and Eguity, Adolescence and Environment, it was felt necessary to 
develop (a) catchy slogans for poster display, (b) materials for advertisement 
in the organs of teachers’ organizations, (c) materials for display in the 
exhibitions, (d) topics for discussion and debates etc. With this end in view, 
the experts interested in the P.E. Project developed on request, publicity 
materials which were subsequently utilized in the observation of the World 
Population Day, Population Education Week, Adolescence Education 


activities in the schools, particularly in the exhibitions organized by them. 


A small diary containing publicity materials on the tenets of Population and 
Development Education and awareness generating materials on HIV/ AIDS 
and Drug Abuses was published and widely circulated among teachers and 


other educational functionaries. 


2. Translation and Publicity of Materials relating to International Poster Contest, 


2002 :

All India Radio, Kolkata and Doordarshan Kendra, Kolkata were moved for 


giving wide publicity to the International Poster Contest, 2002. 


The matters relating to the International Poster Contest "02 (theme that year 
being “Poverty, Population and Development”) were meticulously translated 
into Bengali by experts and insertions of the Bengali version published in the 


leading Bengali daily, could invite a large number of participants in the 


contest. 
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3. Development of the Newsletter: 


All the programmes held under the banner of Population and Development Education 
were recorded in writing and the materials so collected were developed for 


publication of a Newsletter for the period 2002 - 2004. 
4. Seminar on Population and Development Education : 


The Population Education Cell of the SCERT, West Bengal organized a one-day 
seminar on the occasion of the World Population Day, the 11% July 2002, on a very 
important topic, "Population Education in a Developing World from the 
Humanitarian viewpoint". Dr. Rathindranath De, Director, SCERT (WB) set the 
direction for the seminar. Prof. Ranju Gopal Mukherjee, ex- Vice Chancellor of North 
Bengal University and former Chairman, Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya and School 
Education Committee (2002-2003), kindly presided over the seminar. Prof. Sunil 
Kumar Munshi, Prof. J.B. Dutta were among others to speak on the occasion. A large 
number of teachers, nearly eighty (80) in number, attended the seminar held in the 


Vidyasagar Hall of the SCERT, West Bengal. 


5. Integration of Population Education activities with State Literacy, Health, 


Environment and Science Fair Programme: 


As per Work Plan for 2002, a workshop was held at the SCERT, West Bengal on the 
189 May 2002, involving the representatives of the Department of Health and Family 
Welfare. State AIDS Prevention & Control Society, Indian Institute of Public Health 
and Hygiene, Directorate of School Education, Directorate of Mass Education and 
Extension and some other NGOs. The workshop widely discussed the joint ventures 
that could be undertaken. The areas were clearly indicated with emphasis on 


Adolescence Education including creation of awareness in respect of the menace of 


HIV/ AIDS, drug addictions. 
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6. Interactive Session on Adolescence Education:

Policy makers, heads of different institutions, teachers under the jurisdiction 
of the Education Department, Darjeeling Gorkha Hill Council were involved 
in this two-day interactive session held in Darjeeling on the 21" and 22" June, 
2002. Some students of classes XI and XII were also invited to participate in 
the session. The problems of the Adolescents were widely discussed, elicited 
from the participating students and activities that could help create awareness 


regarding the problems and methods of solution were identified. 


Nearly 55 participants actively contributed to the methods to be followed in 
schools to curb the growing menace of HIV/ AIDS and drug abuse. Dr. 
Rathindranath De, Director, SCERT (WB) and the NPEP Project Coordinator 
attended the programme which was inaugurated by Mr. N.K. Kumai, Hon' ble 


Executive Councilor, Education DGASC, Darjeeling. 


A similar session was held at Kumud Kumari High School, Jhargram, 
Paschim Medinipur during September 2002. As many as 5] participants 
actively contributed to identify the problems of the adolescents and the 
psychological approach to be resorted to, to solve the problems. The Director, 


SCERT (WB) and the NPEP Project Coordinator graced the occasion. 


7. Observation of the World Population Day (19 July, 2002): 


The Hon'ble Minister in-Charge, School Education and Madrasah. Govt. of West 


Bengal, Shri Kanti Biswas was kind enough to grace by his presence the Road Race / 


Walk / Rally organized for the occasion. The Hon'ble Minister in-Charge also 


chaired the meeting held in this connection at the Vidyasagar Hall of the SCERT. A 


large number of students from different schools and some teachers participated in the 


programme. Students wearing special badges and caps and holding placards carrying 


the messages of Population and Development Education reached the SCERT 


premises and were received by the Hon'ble MIC, Shri Kanti Biswas and the Director, 


SCERT (WB). 


The districts also observed the World Population Day. In the district of Midnapore, 
the programme could create a stir and the local newspapers and the local TV Channel 
gave wide publicity to the programme. A large number of students from different 


schools participated. 


The DI (Secondary) of South 24- Parganas organized the programme involving 
mostly rural schools. After the Road Race / Walk / Rally a cultural programme was 
organized where a number of students actively took part. The main assembly was 
held at Rabindra Bhavan, Baruipur, South 24 Parganas, where distinguished 
educationists, local dignitaries, headmasters and teachers discussed the basic tenets of 


Population and Development Education. 


8. Population Education Week: 
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A week-long programme was organized at Akra High Madrasah involving local 
Madrasahs during the third week of February 2002. Science exhibition, debates, 
symposia, discussions, road race / walk with poster display, recitation competition, 
sports, go-as-you-like etc. all relating to the basic tenets of Population and 
Development Education marked the long programme. Besides Smt Eva De, Ноп’Ые 
Minister of State, School Education, Mr. Morsalin Molla, Hon'ble MLA, Shri Abdus 
Sattar, President, West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education, Prof. Md. Refatullah, 
the then Director, SCERT (WB) and Dr. S.K. Mukherjee, Prof.-in- charge, Population 
Education Project, SCERT, West Bengal graced the week-long programme by their 
presence and active participation. The programme created an enthusiasm in the area. 


The best participating institutions in the Exhibition and the best individual performers 


in other events were rewarded. 
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9. Adolescence Education Activities in Selected Schools:

With the objective of creating an awareness among the public in general, and the 
teachers and the students in particular, Adolescence Education activities in the format 
of debates, symposia, extempore lectures, recitations, poster display, walks / rallies, 
role play etc. were organized in different schools selected in the districts. Several 
schools in the districts of Hooghly, Howrah and Bankura organized the programmes 


with financial support from the Population Education Project, SCERT (WB). 


Documentation of the Population Education Programme and Exhibition of 


Photographs at the SCERT Premises: 


As per work plan 2002, all the programmes held under the banner of the Population 
Education Project were meticulously documented. Photographs taken during the 


programmes in action, were subseguently displayed at SCERT (WB). 


Seminar on Population and Development Education 


A series of seminars on topics related to Population and Development Education with 
particular emphasis on family and family life, gender eguity and eguality, 
adolescence and reproductive health, health and education, urbanization and 
migration and sustainable development were held during 22-24 March 2002 by 
SCERT (WB) in collaboration and sponsorship of Vikramshila Education Resource 
Society, a well-known NGO working in different areas of formal and non-formal 
education in India. Distinguished speakers from different sectors of education 


actively participated in the seminar. 


2004 - 2005 


Since January 2004 many activities under National Population Project were taken up at 
SCERT (WB), which is the state level implementing agency of the Project. These may be 


enumerated as follows: 
1. Development of training materials: 


SCERT (WB) organized a workshop on "Modification, adaptation and translation of 
NCERT document on Adolescence Education" from 29" to 31” March 2004 at its 
office premises. The workshop involved teachers, teacher-educators, language 
experts, psychiatrists, representatives from different NGOs etc. The Draft Teachers’ 
Manual prepared at NCERT on ‘Adolescence Education’ was translated into Bengali 
with some changes. The translated document was titled *Life-style Education” and it 


incorporated the views of the School Education Committee (Chairman, Prof. 
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Ranjugopal Mukherjee ) on the subject. 


A three day workshop was organized SCERT (WB) on 28-30 March 2005 for training 
District Resource Persons on Life style Education. The Director, SCERT (WB) 


elaborated on the theme and set the workshop in motion. 


The participants presented many examples of cocurricular activities to be carried out 


in schools that would help disseminate the principles of Life-style Education 


2. Publicity of materials relating to international poster contest, 2004: 


An International Poster Competition was organized jointly by NCERT and UNFPA in 
November 2004. The topics of the competition were “Girl Child and Her Future”, “A 
Mother's Promise to Her Child” and ‘Equal Rights and Empowerment of Women'. 
SCERT (WB) arranged for its advertisement in a leading daily and circulation in a 


number of schools in order to ensure widespread participation. 
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3. Formation of Advisory Board: 


A thirteen-member state level Advisory Board with Professor Ranjugopal Mukherjee 
as President was set up by School Education Department, Govt. of West Bengal in 
December 2004 to monitor the implementation of the Project in the state. Dr. 
Rathindranath De, Director, SCERT (WB), as the Member-Secretary of the Advisory 
Board, put forward his opinions on the different aspects of implementation of NPEP. 
The Board sat from time to time to determine and approved the Plan of Action to be 
undertaken by SCERT with regards to NPEP. Several meetings of the Board were 
held in which important decisions were taken regarding the various aspects of the 


Project. 
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2005 - 2006 


In 2005-06 many activities were taken up at SCERT (WB) which is the state level 


implementing agency of the project. This may be enumerated as follows: 
1. Development of Training Materials: 


Two workshops were organized to identify the specific areas for translation of the 
NCERT draft manual on Population Education. The first one was held on 12.07.2005. 
It marked the celebration of the World Population Day. It was inaugurated by Shri 
Kanti Biswas, Ноп’Ые MIC, School Education & Madrasah, Govt. of West Bengal. 


Many eminent educationists and teachers of the state participated in the workshop. 


The second workshop was held on 05.10.2005 where experts in the different fields of 
Population Education advised on the portions of the issues discussed in the draft 


NCERT manual to be edited prior to their translation. 


The translation of the edited material was completed and process for publication of 


the manual was initiated. 
2. Publication of materials for teacher orientation: 


On the basis of the outcome of the two workshops on “Lifestyle Education" in 2004- 
05, SCERT (WB), under the aegis of the Advisory Board on NPEP, of which the 
Director, SCERT (WB), was the Member-Secretary, published а Teachers’ 
Orientation programme Manual on Life-style Education in Bengali. The manual 
focused on the basic tenets of this education, the different life-skills and their 


development, especially among adolescents, through cocurricular activities. 
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3. Circulation of publicity materials for observing Population Education Week: 


In an effort to disseminate the concepts of Population Education through cocurricular 
activities with special emphasis on Life- style Education, SCERT (WB) planned to 
celebrate Population Education Week from 11-17 July 2005 in all the secondary 
schools and Madrasahs of West Bengal. This programme was carried out in 
collaboration with West Bengal Board of Secondary Education and West Bengal 
Board of Madrasah Education. For this purpose, booklets in Bengali and English were 
published by SCERT (WB) and distributed in all the educational institutions. Many 
schools organized activities accordingly. Some of these schools were visited by the 


Director, SCERT (WB) and SCERT faculty. 
4. Celebration of World Population Day: 


SCERT (WB) organized a state level seminar titled ‘Population Education’ on 125 
July 2005 to mark the World Population Day. It was inaugurated by Hon'ble MIC, 
School Education & Madrasah, Govt. of West Bengal. The Director, SCERT (WB), 
discussed the significance of Population Education at the school level. Many eminent 


educationists and teachers of the state participated in the seminar. 


5. Meetings of the Advisory Board: 


The thirteen- member state level Advisory Board with Professor Ranju бора! 
Mukherjee as President set up by School Education Department, Govt. of West 
Bengal, in December 2004 held several meetings during the year in which important 


decisions were taken regarding the various aspects of the Project. 


6. Publication of Journal: 


The Advisory Board on NPEP activities decided to publish a bilingual (in English & 


Bengali) journal. The journal named *Pratyay" would contain erudite write —ups on the 
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different aspects of Population Education by eminent persons in the respective fields. 
The first issue of “Pratyay” vvas released on 4" October 2005 by the Hon'ble MIC, 
School Education and Madrasahs, Govt. of West Bengal. The second issue was 
published in March 2006. 

The NPEP Newsletter of SCERT (WB) forms a part of the journal. 


7. Preparation of the Draft syllabus in Life Science: 


The President, West Bengal Board of Secondary Education, reguested SCERT (WB) to 
prepare a draft syllabus in Life Science by incorporating the relevant physiological 


discussions in the context of life-style education for classes VIII to X. 


Accordingly an Expert Committee comprised of schools teachers, professors and 
representative of WBBSE was formed which carefully went through the prescribed 
syllabus for the above mentioned classes and identified the specific entry points for 


their suggestions. 


The recommendations of the Expert Committee, after being approved by the Advisory 
Board on NPEP, were forwarded to the West Bengal Board of Secondary Education for 


necessary action.

In 2006-07 many activities have been taken up at SCERT (WB), which may be enumerated 


as follows: 
1. Meetings of the Advisory Board 


Two meetings of the Advisory Board on NPEP at SCERT (WB) took place this year on 
26.07.2006 and 27.11.2006 in which important decisions were taken regarding the 


various aspects of the Project. 


2. Development of Training Materials 


The NCERT Draft material on Population Education for teachers based on the six 
themes of Population Education was adapted to make it relevant for the state of West 


Bengal and has been translated in Bengali. 


3. Development, printing and circulation of Publicity Materials for observing 


Population Education Awareness Programme, 2006 


In an effort to disseminate the concepts of Population Education through cocurricular 
activities with special emphasis on the six themes of the project, SCERT (WB) 
observed Population Education Awareness Week from 11-17 July 2005 in all the 
secondary schools and Madrasahs of West Bengal. This programme was carried out in 
collaboration with West Bengal Board of Secondary Education and West Bengal Board 
of Madrasah Education .For this purpose, booklets in Bengali and English were 
published by SCERT (WB) and distributed in all the educational institutions through 
the offices of District Inspectors of schools (Secondary) The Director of School 
Education, Govt. of West Bengal, issued necessary circulars to the DIs. A feedback 


form in the booklet was useful in indicating that many schools had organized activities 


accordingly. 
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In 2006-07 the duration of holding the activities in schools was extended to three 
months, i.e. 01.11.2006 to 31.01.2007. SCERT (WB) published a booklet containing 
some guidelines that included topics for different activities like debate, essay writing, 
poster drawing, group discussion, role play, drama, etc. based on the six themes of 


Population Education. Some topics under these themes are given below:

All secondary 
schools and Madrasahs were to observe “Population Education Awareness Programme 


— 2006" during the above mentioned period. 
4. Documentation of activities: 


The activities under *Population Education Awareness Programme — 2006" were to be 
carried out in all secondary school and Madrasahs, but as per the approved Plan of 
Action, these would be recorded and documented specifically in 100 selected schools 


and Madrasahs of two districts, namely Nadia and Malda. 


As a prelude to this, consultations were held at the DIETs of these two districts with 
Heads of Institutions and Resource Persons. To make the programme successful, the 


recognized teachers” organizations of the state were also involved. 


These activities were recorded and documented specifically in 62 selected schools and 


Madrasahs of two districts, namely Nadia and Malda. 


5. Observance of World Population Day 


A two-day seminar was organized on 11-12 July 2006 for observance of World 
Population Day. Eminent educationists delivered erudite lectures on the different 
themes of Population Education and students of nearby schools delighted the audience 


with their performances based on the themes. 


A brief report of the deliberations of the seminar was published in the September 2006 
issue of SHIKSHADARPAN (а journal published by Govt. of West Bengal). 
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6. Publication of Journal 


SCERT (WB) had initiated the publication of a bilingual journal named Pratyay оп 
Population Education under its NPEP activities. The third issue was published in 
January 2007. The journal is circulated in all SCERTS in the country as well as in the 


state level organizations and DIETs in West Bengal. 
The NPEP Newsletter of SCERT (WB) forms a part of the journal. 
7. Visits made for monitoring NPEP activities 


The President, other members of the Advisory Board of NPEP at SCERT (WB) and 
the Director, SCERT (WB), Member-Secretary of the Board, visited the DIETS at 
Nadia & Malda in connection with the consultations for the planning and 


implementation of “Population Education Awareness Progamme — 2006”. 


The Project coordinator attended a workshop on content analysis of text books of class 
1— XII in Adolescence Education points of view organized by NCERT that was held in 
Puri on 2-4 August 2006.

The State Core Committee met on 18.09.2007 to approve the Plan of Action & Budget 
estimate to be undertaken by SCERT (WB) & WBBSE for 2007-2008. In this meeting, 
the State Core Committee approved the revised Plan of Action & Budget estimate to be 
undertaken by SCERT (WB) & WBBSE for 2007-2008 and forwarded the same to 
NCERT on 27.12.2007. The NCERT approved the plan vide letter F.Nos.7- 


34/2007/DESSH/PEP/2525 dated 12.122007 & 5-3/2007/DESSH/PEP dated 
02.01.2008. 
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2. Development of Training Materials: 


The NCERT draft manual on Population Education for teachers based on the six themes 
of Population Education has been adapted to make it relevant for the state of West 
Bengal and has been translated in Bengali. The draft manual was submitted to the 


School Education Department, Go WB, for observation. 


3. Publication of Journal: 


SCERT (WB) had initiated the publication of a bilingual journal named “Pratyay” on 
Population Education under its NPEP activities. The fourth issue was published in 
March 2008. The journal is circulated in all SCERTs in the country as well as in the 


state level organizations and DIETs in West Bengal. 


4. Annual Planning Meeting:- 


The Annual Planning Meeting under NPEP was organized at NCERT, New Delhi from 
10" - 13° March, 2008. The meeting was attended by the Director, SCERT (WB) and 
the Project Coordinator of NPEP at SCERT (WB). 


In this meeting the progress of NPEP during 2007-08 was discussed and the Plan of 
Action (POA) for 2008-09 of NPEP activities were discussed and presented. The POA 
with budget estimate for 2008-09 was submitted to NCERT. 
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2008 — 2009 8. 2009 - 2010 


The State Council of Educational Research & Training (WB) is a service provider to 
the School Education Department, Govt. of West Bengal for policy formulations in 
regard to the various aspects of school education. With this role о SCERT in view, the 
organization took up the following activities under NPEP in the years 2008-09 and 


2009-10. 


SCERT (WB) developed a draft manual on Population Education and submitted this 
draft manual to School Education Department GoWB for observation and to seek 
permission for carrying out the activities for 2008-2009. It was decided that the manual 
would be printed and the activities as approved for 2008-2009 by NCERT would be 
initiated after receiving the observation on the draft manual on Population Education 
from School Education Department. Govt. of West Bengal. But no activity could be 


initiated in 2008-09 as the observations of the Department were not received in that 


year. 
1. Publication of the Training Manual: 


After obtaining permission to initiate activities under NPEP in 2009-10 from School 
Education Department, Govt. of West Bengal, SCERT (WB) published a teachers’ 


training book on Population Education titled “Janasampad Bishyak Shiksha”. 
2. Organisation of Orientation Programme with DRPs: 


With the Training Manual, SCERT organized three one day advocacy / orientation 
programmes with District Resource Persons (DRPs) as nominated by WBBSE. 
WBBME, PBSSM, DPOs, DIETS etc. on 21-23 December 2009. The programme was 
conducted under the guidance of the Director, SCERT (WB). 
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3. Organisation of district level advocacy programmes: 


With the help of the DRPs. district level advocacy programmes with upper primary and 
secondary level teachers on the Training Manual were organized in two districts,
